PURPOSE: To maintain an orderly adherence to Qigyriess and the Commission’s written
agenda through improved communication betweelCttyeCommission, members
of the public seated in the Chambers, and th@ehing a meeting via cable links.

POLICY: The City of Marquette has created, wittBxCommission Chambers, the ability to
use advanced audio and visual (AV) equipmeningupresentations. The
equipment was installed to provide improved comitation between the City
Commission and members of the public in the Creambnd those watching a
meeting via cable links. It is the intent of thiemmission that graphic information
displayed during their regular meetings will rm@dtaneously broadcast to the
viewing public over this media. These rules armtpdures are adopted by the
Commission to maintain an orderly adherence tg l&isiness and the
Commission’s written agenda.

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AV material is to be prepared and submitted malfform for approved agenda
items in a format compatible with City equipmene week prior to the meeting.
Presentations by City Staff are to be made on &juipment. All presentation
material must be compatible with the broadcastiome used in the Chambers. The
Department presenting the material is fully respole for the content,
presentation, compatibility, and appropriateredssaterial. The Commission may,
by majority rule of those present, waive the fioleprior submission of material,
and cancel or postpone any planned presentation.

Presentations to be made by persons other tharsi@ff can be made only where
approval is granted in advance of the meetinguarter the same rules and
procedures described for City staff. Presentatimust be germane to an agenda
item. If any Commissioner deems the presentatairgermane to an agenda item,
said Commissioner shall immediately challengepitesentation; and, if unresolved
by discussion of the Commission, shall have idpiet to call for a vote challenging
and stopping the presentation based upon itséaib be germane to an agenda
item.

All presenters shall include a properly formatpegher and electronic file copy of
the presentation to be made. The file copy dfejpresented to the City Clerk to
aid in an orderly transaction of City businesd archiving the presentation. Said
copy shall be furnished in final form to the ©@#iof the City Manager not less than
seven days prior to the Commission meeting.
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
